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RAIN OF BULLETS 
CHECKS THE RUSH 
OF UNION REBELS 


Men Shot Down by Deputy 
Sheriffs at Butte When 
Miners Attempt to Storm 
Union Hall. 

DYNAMITE WAS USED 

BY INSURGENT MINERS 


But Guns of Deputies Pre- 

vented Effective Placing 
of Explosive—Moyer and 
Other Officials Flee. 


Butte, Mont. June 23.—Violence 
broke out anew tonight in the struggle 
between factions of the Butte miners’ 
union and three men were shot, one 
being killed, by a fusillade fired by 
deputy sheriffs in clearing Union hall, 

An attempt has been made to dyna- 
mite the miners’ hall, but the charge 
failed to do any great amount of 
damage. The explosion could be heard 


for blocks. 

Armed men proceeded to the Stewart 
mine and boldly carried down boxes of 
dynamite in the attempt to blow up 
the hall, but the guns of deputies pre- 
vented effective placing of the charge. 

Charles H. Moyer, president of the 
Western Federation of Miners, and 
other officers of the union, who were 
to address a peace meeting in the hall, 
fled through the rear door of the audi- 
torium when the shooting began. They 
are said to have left the city for fear 
of attack by seceders from the miners’ 
union, who several days ago revolted 
against special assessments for the 
Michigan copper mine strikers and the 
use of the card system. 

Armed Deputies on Guard. 

Many armed deputies were at the 
hall tonight to preserve order at a 
meeting called to outline plans for set- 
tling differences between the factions 
of the local union. Many seceders, who 
have planned to organize a new union 
under the auspices of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, were in and 
around the hall. 

The insurgents started to storm the 
hall, according to Sheriff Driscoll’s 
deputies, stationed there, and several 
shots were fired in the air to drive the 
besiegers back. The impetus of the 
rush was so great that the crowd came 
on in spite of the warning shots. 

More shots were fired and Ernest 
Noy, traveling inspector for the Mon- 
tana demurrage bureau, fell dead. He 
was an onlooker. A bullet . passed 
through his neck. 

J. H. Brune, 52 years old, who was 
going up the stairs to attend the meet- 
ing in miners’ hall, was shot through 
the head. as the deputies, desperate at 
the continued onslaught of the men, 
fired at every one in sight. Brune 
cannot recover, it is said. ' 

The third man shot in the first on- 
slaught was Charles Kramer, of Los 
Angeles, a bystander. A bullet grazed 
his abdomen, but he was not severely 
hurt. 

Reloaded Their Guns. 

As the three men fell, the attackers 
became frightened and fell back. The 
deputies then reloaded their weapons 
and prepared for any renewed assault 
on the building. 

At the first volley President Moyer 
and all other officers of the federation, 
who had taken places on the rostrum, 
dashed out the rear door. An auto- 
mobile was waiting for them and they 
hurriedly drove away, it is said. 

Sheriff Driscoll rushed more depu- 
ties to the hall and soon a hundred 
men with sawed-off shotguns were on 
guard. They attempted to keep every- 
body from the by@lding, as it was re- 
ported the stru re was about to be 
dynamited. 

This report was well founded, for 
shortly after the place was cleared ex- 
plosives were set off under union head- 
quarters. The detonation could be 
heard for blocks, but did little damage 
to the building. 

Officers believed that some of.the 
seceders from the union planned to 
blow up Union hall and kill Moyer and 
other officers of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners. 

Shouted for Dynamite. 

As the miners were driven back by 
the incessant firing of the deputies 
they scattered throughout the city, 
shouting for dynamite. Several armed 
men went to the Stewart mine and 
carried towards Union hall several 
boxes of the explosive. They were 
prevented from approaching the build- 
ing by the deputy sheriffs. 

Sheriff Driscoll as soon as violence 
started, ord d all available assist- 
ance to the scene. As soon as the at- 
tackers were forced down the street 
from the hall by the fusillade, the 
sheriff stepped forward and shouted 
to the crowd that he wanted five hun- 
dred deputies. No one responded to 
the appeal and the sheriff began to 
dispose his men as best he could. 

Mayor Duncan wired to Governor 
Stewart at Helena. The mayor told the 
governor later that the city was under 
control, but this message scarcely haa 
been sent before dynamite was set off 
under the union headquarters. 

Opened Fire on Deputies. 

Many insurgent miners went to the 
tops of nearby buildings directly aft- 
er they were first repulsed and opened 
fire on the deputies in Miners’ hall. 
The officers retreated for a time to the

Paris, June 23.—According to a re- 
port received here tonight the Al- 
banian insurgents today captured Du- 
razzo by storm. 

London, June 23.—No confirmation 
is obtainable here of the report from 
Paris that Durazzo has been captured 
by the Albanian rebels, but according 
to dispatches from Vienna the rebels 
have taken El Bassan, 64 miles south- 
east of Scutari, and threaten the towns 
of Avlona, Berat and Fieri.

New York, June 23.—Nearly half a 
block of sidewalk and superstructure 
over a new Brooklyn subway caved in 
today, burying more than twenty work- 
men, killing one and badly injuring six. 
A wagon and a team of horses were 
engulfed and one of the animals was 
killed. Many tons of debris fflled the 
excavation and firemen and.police re- 
serves were called to dig out the in- 
jured. The cave-in was one of the 
most serious in the history of New York 
subway construction.

S. M. Carter, Jr.. who has come to 
Atlanta from Rockingham, Ga., for the 
purpose of engaging himself as one of 
the house attaches of the general as- 
sembly, which convenes today, was a 
victim of Atlanta footpads last night 
in one of the boldest highway robberies 
reported to the police for many weeks. 

Carter was out for a stroll after 
dining last night at his hotel, and at 
the corner of Peachtree street and Au- 
burn avenue, he turned down the lat- 
ter street.

Carter then gave the alarm, and as 
fortune would have it, two plain clothes 
policemen, Allen and Kirk, alighted 
from a street car at the corner of Ivy 
street and ran to his aid. 

Carter accompanied the policemen in 
the direction his assailants had fled. 
A negro giving his name as Henry 
Armstrong, of 16 Lyerly alley, was 
chased down. Carter identified him 
as one of the robbers. The negro would 
say nothing but that he was waitine 
for a friend.

Unions--Condemns Rocke- 
feller’s Action in Colorado.

Philadelphia, June 23.—‘“It’s an in- 
Sane thing not to recognize organiza- 
tions of labor,” said John Wanamaker 
today in giving further testimony be- 
fore the United States commission on 
industrial relations. He made this 
statement in reply to a question 
whether emplovers should recognize 
labor unions. On the general question 
of unionism Mr. Wanamaker said he 
believed labor has ‘suffered frightful- 
ly” in the past because of poor lead- 
ers, but added that he is seeing a bet- 
ter class of leadership coming in. 

Commissioner Weinstick, of Califor- 
nia, who presided today, asked Mr. 
Wanamaker if he could supply the 
missing link that would bring capital 
and labor together. Mr. Wanamaker 
said: : 

“I believe that labor and capital have 
the right to organize. On the one side, 
capital, there is responsibility, and on 
the other, labor, there is none. There 
you stop. The missing links, I believe 
to be prejudice and misunderstanding, 
which must be overcome. 

“One of the ways to wipe out this 
prejudice and misunderstanding is to 
unhitch labor unions from political 
parties.” 

Mr. Wanamaker believed that the de- 
partments of commerce and labor 
should be the courts of last resorts in 
labor disputes. One of the things he 
found wrong in labor unions was limit- 
ing the number of those who want to 
learn trades. 

Rockefeller’s Big Mistake. 

Speaking of capital, Mr. Wanamaker 
said John D. Rockefeller, Jr., ‘‘*made a 
great mistake when he put President 
Wilson in the position of sending 
troops into Colorado.” 

“I might be mistaken in this,” he 
said, ‘but that is the way I feel about 
it.” 

Contact with the employees.is a rem- 
edy for much misunderstanding, the 
witness said. “There are labor unions 
which have no other purpose than to 
protect their wages,” he said. “Men 
who spend their time getting their sal- 
aries raised generally fail.” 

Commissioners Lennon, of Illinois, 
and O’Connell, of Washington, who are 
the representatives of workmen on the 
commission, plied Mr. Wanamaker with 
many questions. Asked whether he 
was an advocate of the eight-hour day, 
he replied: 

“Eight nours or less.” 

On the question of the minimum 
wage for women, the witness said that 
as an experiment it should not be con- 
demned. “It ought to be tried,” he 
Said. “There might be a graduated 
wage to fit women of different capa- 
bilities. It is unjust to women to say 
to them they are all worth just the 
Same, and again it does great harm 
to compel an employer to pay for what 
he does not get. Such a law would 
work unjustly in certain cases and 
Should be carefully studied out.” 

For Public Ownership. 

Discussing public ownership as a 
means to reduce industrial strife, Mr. 


—— 


Wanamaker said he was an “absolute 
believer” in government ownership of 
public utilities. “I believe the govern- 
ment should own the railroads,” v 
said. “It would prevent conditions that 
have existed in the New Haven road 
and in the Rock Island system. Gov- 
ernment ownership would bring one- 
cent _—— because the government 
owned the means for carrying the 
mails.” 

The witness painted a rosy future for 
the working man. 

“Men and women are in a rising 
market: they are being better educated, 
have more sanitary surroundings and 
are no longer mats for rich men to 
wipe their feet upon,” he said. 

Mayor Blankenburg, who was also a 
witness, gave the commission informa- 
tion on the relations between the city 
and its employees. 

“There is nothing prettier in theory 
than public ownership of utilities,” the 
mayor said, “but it won’t work out so 
long as politics can be injected into 
the operations of publicly owned enter- 
prises.” | 

During the discussion of public own- 
ership of utilities, Commissioner Wein- 
stick dropped the remark that the com- 
mission will, in drawing up its recom- 
mendations to congress, consider the 
wisdom of advocating public ownership 
of public utilities as a means of reduc- 
ing strife between. the employers and 
employees of public utilities. 


Co-operative Pian Explained. 


Thomas E. Mitten, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company, explainea to 
the commission the co-operative plin 
under which the company deals with its 
men. Under this plan 22 per cent of 
the gross earnings 1s set aside for the 
payment of wages, pensions and death 
benefits to motormen and conductors, 
and it has resulted in a yearly increase 


in wages. The plan is the gnly one of 
its kind in operation in ihe United 
States and is working satis&@etorily, he 
said. 

Thomas Kirrane, secretary of the lo- 
cal union of the Amalgamated Agsso- 
ciation of Street and Electric Railway 
Employees, said the co-operative plan 
did not find favor with members of his 
union employed by the transit compa- 
ny. He enumerated various objections 
to the plan. He said he Delieved the 
men could better control their own ef- 
fairs through the union than through 
the co-operative plan. 


CAREY WILL RE-LEASE 
LAKEWOOD PROPERTY 


With the sanction of the park board 
given at its meeting yesterday after- 
noon, Park Manager Dan Carey will 
execute a new lease with J. A. Billet 
for the rental of Lakewood park for 
an indefinite period. It will be stip- 
ulated in the lease that the city can 
regain possession of the property by 
serving notice on the lesee ninety days 
in advance. It was on the suggestion 
of Mayor Woodward that the ninety- 
day clause was inserted in the reso- 
lution. The mayor is strongly in fa- 
vor of the city using Lakewood for an 
annual fair, and he is opposed to the 
city placing itself in a position where 
it would be unable to regain possession 
of the property in the event the fair 
project, which is now being proj@cted 
materializes. 

Billet. the Iessee, realizes that the 
city will eventually develop Lakewood, 
either for exposition purposes or as 
a straight park, and asked that his 
lease be extended only fo such time as 
the project is made a reality.

LATTER DAY SAINTS 
AND SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


Mormon Question Stirs Con- 
vention in Chicago—Nearly 
100 Georgians Present. 


By Thomas M. Elliott. 

Chicago, June 23.—(Special.)—-The 
Georgia delegates to the International 
Sunday School convention, which as- 
sembled here tonight, arrived at 5:30 
o’clock this afternoon and were pres- 
ent at the opening session of the con- 
vention in Medinah temple. Nearly 
one hundred Georgians are in the 
party, representing nearly every coun- 
ty in that state. 

The journey to Chicago was made 
without mishap by way of Chatta- 
nooga, Knoxville, Indianapolis and 
Cincinnati. 

Nearly 5,000 Delegates. 

This session of the international 
convention is the fourteenth and is at- 
tended by nearly 5,000 delegates from 
every state and province and every 
country in North America. 

During the meeting every important 
phase of Sunday school work will be 
considered under the guidance of ex- 
perts of the international association 
and the various denominational 
boards. An important movement to be 
inaugurated by this convention is a 
program of developing efficiency in 
North American Sunday schools, in 
which every evangelical denomination 
will take part, and which will extend 
over a period of six to nine years. 

William N. Hartshorn, of Boston, 
president of tht international associa- 
tion, made the opening address tonight 
and the introductory sermon was 
preached on the theme, “Jesus Shall 
Reign,” by the Right Rev. C. l. Ander- 
son, bishop of the Chicago diocese of 
the Episcopal church. 

The convention will continue in sés- 
sion until Tuesday evening of next 
week. During the convention 200 
speakers from every continent will be 
heard in the 150 meetings to be held. 

Latter Day Saints. 

The convention was preceded by a 
meeting of the executive committee at 
which demands of the delegates from 
Missouri were made that the eligibili- 
ty or otherwise of the reorganized 
church of Latter Day Saints be settled. 
The question has been largely dis- 
cussed during the last six years. 

Attempts to shelve the subject fail- 
ed and it was turned over to a special 
committee which is expected to report 
tomorrow.

George R. Merrill, of Min- 
secretary of the com- 
mittee, read the communication from 
the Missouri churches. It asked if 
the reOrganized church is an evangeli- 
cal denomination and as such entitled 
to issue to Sunday school teachers the 
joint certification of the church and 
the International Sunday School as- 
sociation. The secretary next read a 
report signed by Shailer Mathews, dean 
of the Divinity school of the Universi- 
ty of Chicago, on behalf of an investi- 
gating committee. The report said 
the Mormon church was ineligible be- 
cause it placed the book of Mormon- 
ism on a par with the Bible. 
Having read the communications, the 
secretary remarked: 
“This is no matter 
let us turn it back 
that state to decide.’ 
Wants Question Settled. 


This brought James J. Park, a mem- 
ber of the committee from Missouri. 
to his feet. 

“Gentlemen, this question ought to 
be settled here and now,” he asserted.

ASSERTS FARLINGER 


Councilman Would Abolish 
Shingle Roofs in the 
City Limits. 


Still another aggressive step was 
taken Tuesday by Atlanta's fire board 
for a lower fire rate when Councilman 
A. W. Farlinger’s ordinance to abolish 
shingle roofs within the fire limits was 
approved and sent to council for adop- 
tion. 

The ordinance requires owners of 
buildings and dwellings within the fire 
limits of the city to replace shingles 
with a non-combustible material when 
more than one-third of a roof is de- 
stroyed by fire. It also prohibits the 
use of shingles within the city limits 
on new buildings. 

Chief W. B. Cummings stated yester- 
day that the adoption of the ordinance 
by council will eventually reduce the 
fire hazard to such an extent that the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
will be forced, in view of the increas- 
ed fire fighting facilities, to lower the 
rate and save’ millions to property 
owners and insurance companies an- 
nually. 

Although there is a strong possibil- 
ity of a fight being waged against the 
ordinance, members of the fire board 
and insurance representatives are gen- 
erally agreed that the ordinance will 
be adopted by council. 

The board also adopted a resolution 
urging council to authorize Comptrol- 
ler Goldsmith to pay the firemen twice 
a month.

convenes today already has won a reputa- 


tion unique over its predecessors of many 


years. 
Its passage of the tax equalization act 
last summer and the subsequent enforce- 


ment of that act bear explicit promise of 
\ 


accomplishing three things: 

(1) Redeeming the honor of the state 
from the distinct menace of repudiation. 

(2) Wiping out the state’s current deficit, 
which had accumulated from year to year 
until it finally has reached the prodigious 
dimensions of $1,000,000. 

(3) Material reduction of the tax rate 
below the 5 mill constitutional limitation. 

All of this has been done without impos- 
ing hardship or injustice upon one taxpayer 
in Georgia. 

The chief agent has been the activity of 
the equalization law in bringing to the tax 
digests a tremendous aggregate of property 
that previously had never seen the digests, 
had, therefore, enjoyed a self-

For the first time in fifty years the hand 
of the law has reached out and brought the 
sidesteppers to book, compelling them to 
pay taxes on their previously hidden prop- 
erty in common with the great’ bulk of tax- 
payers in Georgia.

THE NEWEST PEACE PLAN. 


On such slender and precarious events 
have the Mexican mediation proceedings 
turned that prophecy has become more a 
game of hazards than a ealculation of math- 
ematical chances. That is why one needs 
to repress his enthusiasm regarding the 
latest announcement that the mediators 
may bring representatives of Huerta and 
the constitutionalists together in confer- 
ence. The idea was undoubtedly evolved 
by Dr. Naon, ambassador of the Argentine, 
during his recent flying visit-to President 
Wilson at a time when everyone was about 
to abandon hope of mediation. 

If the plan. does work out, it should be 
more promising of results than any other 
yet advanced. Intermediaries are sometimes 
indispensable, but there is nothing like get- 
ting the principals together for a heart-to- 
heart talk. An additional advantage in this 
case is that whereas the spokesmen of 
Huerta and of President Wilson could only 
discuss the internal problems of Mexico 
ex-cathedra, so to speak, the representatives 
of Huerta and the constitutionalists can 
negotiate as those with the ability to carry 
out those things to which they agree. 

Of course, one must expect in transac- 
tions of this delicacy an eleventh-hour 
bobble. The Huefta viewpoint as to what 
constitutes reform and the constitutionalist 
viewpoint are apt to be far apart. But 
something at least is gained in bringing to. 
gether the two factions most concerned in 
the present and the future of Mexico. 


AN ANTIPODAL METROPOLIS. 

The United States has been hearing a 
good deal the past few weeks about Dr. 
Naon, one of the A. B. C. mediators and am- 
bassador for the Argentine Republic. Few 
people know much about Dr. Naon’s country, 
or any of the nations to the south of us, for 
that matter. Yet Buenos Ayres, capital of 
the Argentine, is one of the most wonderful 
cities on the hemisphere, literally a metrop- 
olis near the antipodes.

The 
wonderful hinterland back of the city sup- 
plies enough beef to feed not only the 
Argentine, but as well much of the popula- 
tion of London and people in the United 
States. 

The phenomenal growth of Buenos Ayres 
is a prophecy of the future not only of the 
Argentine, but of all South America. Here 
to the south of us is a huge land that is to 
Americans almost a terra incognito, teem- 
ing with possibilities and destined to bloom 
into a development rivalling our own once 
the magic influences of education and enter- 
prise loose their forces. The chances that 
lie in the Argentine and the other South 
American countries for the business men 
and the manufacturers of the United States 
are almost past computation. It is*no won- 
der, in view of this fact, that our govern- 
ment should be applying every effort to 
assuage the distrust and dislike for us that 
still persists in this big region. With regard 
to the big stakes and the manner in which 
Europe is beating us to them, the United 
States can well afford to give Colombia 
$25,000,000 to dissipate the ill-feeling engen- 
dered by the Panama ‘transaction. Our 
profits from one year of a well-organized 
trade campaign in South America wou!d be 
several times greater than those figures.

WANTS “BLUE SKY LAW” AMENDED 

Secretary of State Phil Cook is now pre- 
paring a message to the general assembly 
recommending an amendment to the “Blue 
Sky Law” which was enacted by the last 
legislature and has’ been effective’ since 
January 1. 

The present law provides that before an 
individual or a corporation can dispose of 
stocKs, bonds, or other such securities, it 
must make a full detailed report of its busi- 
ness to the secretary of state. 

This classes the individual owning a few 
shares of stock in some corporation, fer tn- 
Stance, as a dealer when he tries to dispose 
of his stock. Before he can legally sell these 
Shares which he privately owns, he must 
have the corporation which issued them 
make a report to the secretary of state. 
Should the corporation choose not to do so, 
there is no way left whereby the individual 
owner may sell. 

Such a stockholder, believes the secre- 
tary, should not be considered a dealer, and 
Secretary Cook seeks to make provision fur 
him, as several other states having similar 
laws have done.

Paris, June 23.—Baseball was today 
rejected as one of the sports at the 
Olympic games to be held in 1916 at 
Berlin. 

James E. Sullivan, head of the 
American delegation, requested that 
baseball be included, but the president, 
Baron Pierre de Coubertin, reminded 
him that it was necessary in order to 
have baseball considered an interna- 
tional sport, that six countries should 
Play the game. 

“Oh, there are six countries playing 
baseball,”” replied Mr. Sullivan, and he 
began to enumerate them as follows: 

“The United States, Canada, Eng- 
land—’”’ 

“But, my dear sir,” exclaimed -one of 
the English delegates, “we do not play 
baseball in England.” 

Mr. Sullivan then gave up. 

The congress passed unanimously a 
motion by the Rev. Stuart de Courcy 
Laffan, chairman of the English dele- 
gation, that: 

“Each sport shall have an interna- 
tional federation controlling that sport, 
and if no federation exists, by the com- 
mittee of organization of the Olympic 
games. Track judges_ shall be ap- 
pointed by the country where the 


{ames are held.”’ 


The congress also decided that notifi- 
cation of the number of entries must 
be made to the committee a month in 
advance and the names of the entrants 
fifteen days in advance.

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COMMISSION URGES: 
BILL FOR LIBRARY 


Measure Creating Legislative 
Reference Library to Be 
Introduced. 


The commission appointed at the 
last session of the legislature to inves- 
tigate the field of legislative refer- 
ence work in libraries with a view to 
providing for the performance of such 
work in connection with the state 
library, met in the library at the state 
capitol on Tuesday and adopted a re- 
port recommending that suitable pro- 
vision to such an end be made by the 
present legislature. 

A bill will be introduced in 
house Wednesday for this purpose. 

The commission is composed of the 
following members: 

cepresentative BB. Dp 
Campbell county, chairman; Repre- 
Sentative H. H. Swift, of Muscogee; J. 
tandolph Anderson, president of the 
Senate; Judge H. A. Mathews, of the 
Macon circuit, and Mrs. Maud Barker 
Cobb, state librarian. 

The bill provides for the establish- 
ment of a legislative reference depart- 
ment in the state library for the use of 
the members of the house and senate, 
the state house officers and others in- 
terested in this work; each department 
to collect, classify, arrange and index 
books and make abstracts from the 
legislation of other states and coun- 
tries. It further provides that the sec- 
ond assistant librarian shall be the 
legislative reference Ibrarian with an 
increase of salary from the present 
$1,900 to $1,200 per annum, and the 
librarian is empowered to incur such 
expense as may be necessary in the 
proper administration of the new de- 
partment, not exceeding $1,500 an- 
nually. 

This is considered by 
important piece of legislation. Such 
a department as the bill contemplates 
would enable a legislator investigat- 
ing a gwiven subject to know at once 
what states have passed laws on that 
subject, and whether they have been 
successful; where bills for similar laws 
are under discussion; what bills on the 
Same subject have been introduced in 
the Georgia legislature, and other 
such valuable information.

“We boast of a great civilization, but 
this is justified only within limits. 
The historian of the future will have 
no difficulty in convincing his readers 
that those who lived at the beginning 
of the twentieth century were but 
slightly removed from barbarism, as 
he will tell that the school, saloon and 
house of prostitution flourished in 
close proximity; that the capitalist 
worked his’ employees under conditions 
which precluded soundness of body; 
that the labor union man dynamited 
buildings; that whilst we sent mission- 
aries to convert the Moslems and the 
Buddhist ten thousand murders were 
committed annually in our midst, and 
that a large percentage of our mortal- 
ity was due to preventable disease. 
“In each state there should be a 
hygienic laboratory equipped with able 
men supplied with facilities for the 
study of sanitary conditions and for 
the prosecution of scientific research.

Advocating a national leprosarium, 
before the section of dermatology, Dr.

“By reason of public fear,” he said, 
“a single case in a community produces 
economic loss and lepers are subject- 
ed to almost inhuman treatment. Suf- 
ferers could be cared for at a minimum 
cost and with greater safety, both to 
the public and to the patent, by the 
establishment of a central leprosarl- 
um.”

The new route for the Rodman Wan- 
amaker trans-atlantic flight from St. 
John’s N. F., to Queenstown, Ireland, 
by way of the Azores and Cape Finis- 
terre, which recently was revealed, is 
the chief topic of discussion in avia- 
tion circles. The following statement 
was prepared for Lieutenant Porte ta 
give out: “Since it has leaked out 


there seems no reason for further de- 
nying that the Azores route has for 
some time been under consideration. I 
have seriously considered this route, 
but thought it best not to make the 
until too late for any- 
one else to take advantage of my plans, 
as I have been to great trouble and 
expense in making the arrangements. 
Until all tests of machine are com- 
pleted it is improbable that I will be 
absolutely decided as to which route I 
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will take.” In spite of Lieutenant 
Porte’s qualified statement, the fact re- 
mains that John Lansing Callan, a 
Curtiss aviator and a brother of As- 
semblyman Callan, of Albany, sailed 
from Boston on June 6 for Porto Del- 
gada, the principal seaport of the 
Azores. He took with him many spare 
parts and tools to repair the Wana- 
maker machine, and was instructed to 
arrange for a gasoline supply. He was 
given full authority to complete ar- 
rangements there. It is believed here 
that Callan will charter a tugboat and 
cruise about the Azores when Lieuten- 
ant Porte is due there. Lieutenant 
Porte will not be able to tell just 
what island of the Azores group he 
will strike. After the Wanamaker ma- 
chine leaves the Azores it will en- 
counter what Lieutenant Porte terms 
landlubber flying. His dis- 
tances from land will be comparative- 
ly short, and he can steer by coast 
line instead of compass. His main 
difficulty will be over when he finds 
Callan at the Azores. 
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RISH HOME RULE CRI 
ENTERS ANOTHER STAGE 


Measure Introduced to Amend 
Original Bill--Situation Never 
Before Paralleled. 


London, June 23.—The crisis in con- 
nection withthe granting of home rulé 
to Ireland entered another stage today 
when the Marquis of Crewe, liberal 
leader in the house of lords, introduced 
a bill to amend the Irish home rule bill. 

The terms of the amending bill are 
identical with those offered on March 
9 by Premier Asquith and refused by 
Sir ‘Edward Carson, the Irish unionist 
who described the premiers 
a “hypocritical sham.” 

By the new bill, the parliamentary 
electors of each county in Ulster will 
decide by vote whether the county shall 
be excluded from the provisions of the 
home rule bill for six years after thé 
first meeting of the new Irish parlia- 


leader, 
proposal as 


ment. 

The situation has never been par- 
alleled in parliamentary procedure in 
the British isles. Never before has @ 
bill been presented to parliament to 
amend a measure not yet on the stat- 
ute book. This was, however, the only 
means of overcoming the deadlock, as 
the house of lords refused to consider 
the main bill until the full proposals of 
the government were before it. 

In introducing the amending bill, the 
Marquis of Crewe dwelt on the relig- 
ious difficulties surrounding the ques- 
tion of Ulster, but while he admitted 
the necessity for some form of exclusion 


for those who deemed themselves af- | 


fected by the home rule Dill, he con- 
tended that the exclusion of the entire 
province of Ulster would involve great 
injustice. Consequently the govern- 
ment, he said, had reiterated in the 
amending bill Premier Asquith’s pre- 
posal of exclusion by counties from the 
operation of the home rule measure. 

The Maraduis of Crewe made it quite 
clear, however, that the amending bill 
was not necessarily the government's 
last word, adding that under it the civil 
government in the excluded areas 
would be administered by the lord lieu- 
tenant through officers to be appointed 
by him. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, unionist 
leader, asserted it was shabby and un- 
dignified for the government to pre- 
sent an unacceptable bill with an open 
invitation to the opposition to give its 
assistance in converting it into a work- 
able measure that would avoid civil 
war. He wished he could add that the 
government’s contribution today had 
met the need for fundamental changes 
in the Irish home rule bill, which 
alone could make it workable. 

The bill was then read a first time, 
but it is understood that extensive 
changes are to be made by the union- 
ist majority in the house of lords when 
it reaches the committee stage and that 
afterward there will be an opportunity 
for compromise and conciliation.

Proposal to Sell the Idaho aad

Washington, June 23.—Sale of the 
American battleships Idaho and Mis- 
Sissippi to Greece was approved late 
today by the house, which, by a vote 
of 174 to 87, accepted a senate amend- 
ment to the naval appropriation bill 
to authorize the transaction and the 
building of a dreadnaught with the 
proceeds.

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ANGRY PARIS POSTMEN 


rome to- Be Made Via — Islands | CFUE MAIN POSTOFFICE 


And Prevent the Movement of 
Mail—Postmen Resented 
Action of Senate. 


Paris, June 24.—For seven hours last 
night 600 angry postmen held the cen- 
tral postoffice and prevented the move- 
incoming and outgoing 
mail. The trouble arose over the re- 
fusal of the senate yesterday to in- 
clude in the postal budget certain in- 
creased allowances for which there had 
been a strong agitation. 

News of the vote in the senate was 
received by the men with groans and 
hises. They then sallied forth into 
the yard to prevent the mail automo- 
biles from going out. The authori- 
ties had established guards, but they 
could not prevent the postmen from 
overturning a machine and blocking the 
gateway 

The disaffected postmen rapidly grew 
in numbers and the police were beaten 
and driven out of the building. Ali 
doors were closed and barricaded. 
Groups of postmen stood at the win- 
dows and shook their fists at the po- 
lice, who had gathered helplessly out- 
side. he men sung revolutionary 
hymns, jeered the authorities and con- 
tinued to hold the postoffice against 
all attempts to dislodge then. 

The minister of commerce, Gaston 
Thomson, accompanied by the prefect 
of Paris, Celestin Hennion, sought to 
induce the men to withdraw. He 
pointed out that the senate had voted 
an increase in their salaries to the 
amount of 12,000,000 francs ($2,400,000) 
and that the government favored the 
extra allowances, and he implored them 
to trust him to look after their inter- 
ests. The minister’s words had little 
effect, and he was constantly inter- 
rupted. 

Finally, about midnight, the men 
left, having accomplished their purpose 
of completely paralyzing the mail serv- 
ice-of the city from 5 o'clock. 


KOPLIN’S JUNK SHOP 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Fire of unknown origin was discov- 
ered shortly after 11 o’clock in the 
junk shop, corner Marietta street and 
North avenue, owned by K. Koplin, and 
used as a storage house for old rags 
and paper and scrap iron. The two- 
story frame structure was totally de- 
stroyed. 

A large crowd was attracted to the 
place by the spectacular flames, which 
could be seen for miles around. 

The Reed Oil company, next door to 
the burned building, where thousands 
of gallons of oil are stored in tanks, 
was threatened, and the firemen made 
desperate efforts to prevent the spreaa 
of flames to this place, fearing ex- 
plosions of oil tanks. 

The Frederick Disinfectant company, 
near the junk shop, where a large 
quantity of highly inflammable chem- 
icals is stored, was also threatened. 
The firemen successfully prevented the 
flames spreading. 

The damage done to the burned 
building and stock, amounted to ap- 
proximately $5,000.
